Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


We  present  herewith  the  second  annual  report  of  the 
present  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  appropriations  for  the 
year  were  $27,950,  and  the  expenditures  $24,89261,  leav- 
ing a  balance  in  our  favor  of  $3,057.39.  The  appropriation 
of  $800.00  to  buy  additional  land  for  the  cemetery  at  the 
Depot  Village  was  insufficient,  consequently  nothing  was  done 
with  this  matter.  Last  year  we  made  the  following  recom- 
mendation, which  was  overlooked  and  no  action  taken: 

"As  there  is  no  fixed  compensation  for  the  othcers  of  the 
town,  we  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  report  at  a  future  meeting  the  salary  that  each  town  official 
should  receive,  and  also  that  a  special  appropriation  be  made 
for  town  officers,  thus  separating  it  from  contingencies."

We  expect  there  will  be  more  or  less  criticism  of  this 
department,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  has 
been  but  $6,8oo  expended  on  general  repairs  in  the  last  two 
years,  or  about  $3,400  per  year,  which  is  $1,100  less  per 
year  than  the  expenditures  in  preceding  years.  We  have 
made  an  effort  to  improve  the  roads  between  the  villages, 
which  of  course  was  at  the  expense  of  those  in  the  outlying 
districts.  It  must  be  apparent  to  everyone  that  an  expendi- 
ture of  $3,400  each  year  will  not  be  sufficient  to  keep  140 
miles  of  highway  in  good  repair.

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  a  section  of 
macadam  road  has  been  built  the  past  year,  commencing  at 
Main  street  in  the  Depot  village  and  extending  to  the  top 
of  the  grade  above  the  cemetery  on  Thorndike  street,  a 
distance  of  3,010  feet,  at  an  expense  of  $3,498  54. 

A  little  over  1,700  tons  of  trap-rock  were  used.  The 
stone  is  8  inches  deep  in  the  center  and  6  inches  on  the 
sides.  About  1,400  feet  of  cobble-paved  gutters  were  built. 
The  work  was  not  completed  as  quickly  or  as  cheaply  as  it 
would  have  been  if  we  could  have  procured  the  stone  as  fast 
as  we  wanted.  We  were  able  to  get  only  50  tons  per  day. 
We  should  have  had  100  tons  per  day.  The  total  cost  for 
the  work  of  grading,  paving  the  ditches  and  the  completion 
of  the  work  is  67  cents  per  square  yard.

An  appropriation  of  $1,500  will  build  a  new  iron  bridge  over 
the  canal  at  Three  Rivers  and  repair  the  other  bridges. 

A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  built  at  Bondsville  the  past 
year.  We  consider  it  the  strongest  and  best  bridge  in  town. 
One  new  span  of  the  bridge  over  the  Chicopee  river  at  Three 
Rivers  has  been  constructed,  and  one  other  span  has  received 
a  thorough  overhauling,  and  iron  trusses  have  been  put  in 
on  both  sides. 

We  were  obliged  to  exceed  the  appropriations  to  complete 
the  moving  of  the  Bondsville  canal  bridge  and  setting  up  at 
Thorndike  ;  we  found  the  stone  work  in  poor  shape,  which 
required  a  larger  expense  than  we  expected.

Keport  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  number  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  for  the  year 
ending  Feb.  28,  1897,  is  far  less  than  in  the  previous  year— last 
year  92,  this  year,  29,— but  we  are  quite  confident  that  all  cases 
have  not  been  reported  which  were  contagious.  There  is  a  law,  and 
a  penalty  attached,  not  only  for  physicians  who  refuse  or  neglect  to 
report  cases  of  a  contagious  nature,  but  for  householders  also.  All 
will  do  well  to  take  notice. 

DISEASES. 

The  contagious  diseases  reported: — Diphtheria,  12;  typhoid 
fever,  8  ;  measles,  6  ;  scarlet  lever,  2  ;  croup,  1. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  is  119, — of  this  8  were  still  born. 
Last  year  the  number  was  158. 

Deaths  by  months: — March,  7  ;  April,  11  ;  May,  8  ;  June,  14  ; 
July,  12  ;  August,  13  ;  September,  6  ;  October,  5  ;  November,  8  ; 
December,  11  ;  January,  14;  February,  9. 

Twenty-five  were  under  one  year  of  age,  (one-fourth  of  the  whole 
number,  aside  from  the  still  born.)  Ten  were  between  1  and  5 
years,  19  over  70,  5  over  80;  oldest,  87.    Males  67,  females  52. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.

dice, 2  ;  nephritis,  1  ;  fatty  degeneration  of  heart,  1  ;  anaemia,  1  ; 
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hepatitis,  1  ;  ulceration  of  bowels,  2  ;  cholera  morbus,  1  ;  infantile 
diarrhoea,  1  :  chronic  cellulitis,  1  ;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  1  ;  old  age, 
1  ;  softening  of  brain,  1  ;  enteritis,  1  ;  rheumatism,  1  ;  pleurisy,  1  ; 
ovaritis,  1. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the 
following  statutes  relating  to  the  reporting  and  recording  of  con- 
tagious diseases  : 

PUBLIC   STATUTES,   CHAP.   80,   SEC.    78,   ACTS    OF    1884.      CHAP.  98, 
AND  ACTS  OF   1891,  CHAP.  188. 

(1)  When  a  householder  knows  that  a  person  withiu  his  family 
is- sick  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or  any  other  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  he  shall  immediately  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  selectmen  or  board  of  health  of  the  town  in  which  he 
dwells,  and  upon  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  persons,  the 
rooms  occupied  and  the  articles  used  by  him  shall  be  disinfected  by 
such  householder  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  board  of  health.  Any 
person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  either  of  the  above 
provisions  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

(2)  When  a  physician  knows  that  a  person  whom  he  is  called  to 
visit  is  inflicted  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  any  other 
disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give 
notice  thereof  in  writing,  over  his  own  signature,  to  the  selectmen  or 
board  of  health  of  the  town  ;  and  if  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  give 
such  notice  he  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense,  not  less  thau  fifty  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  The  boards  of  health  in  the  several  cities  and  towns  shall 
cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  all  reports  received  in  pursuance  of  the 
preceding  section,  and  such  record  shall  contain  the  names  of  all 
persons  who  are  sick,  the  localities  in  any  such  cases.  The  boards 
of  health  shall  give  the  school  committee  immediate  information  of 
all  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to  them,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

(1)  When  the  board  of  health  of  any  city  or  town  has  had 
notice  of  the  occurrence  of.  a  case  of  smallpox,  or  any  other  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  in  such  city  or  town,  such  board  of 
health  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice, 
notify  the  state  board  of  the  same. 

(2)  If  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  in  which  a  case  of 
smallpox  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  has 
occurred,  refuses  or  neglects  to  send  a  notice,  as  required  in  Section 
1,  such  city  or  town  shall  forfeit  its  claim  upon  the  commonwealth 
for  the  payment  of  any  expenses  which  may  be  incurred,  as  provided 
in  Section  83  of  Chapter  80  of  the  Public  Statues. 
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In  order  to  secure  conformity  in  the  execution  of  this  statute,  the 
state  board  suggests  that,  in  addition  to  smallpox,  the  following 
diseases  shall  be  considered  as  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  foregoing  act :  Scarlet  fever,  measles,  typhoid 
ifever,  diphtheria,  membraneous  croup,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus 
ever,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  hydrophobia,  malignant  pustule, 
leprosy,  trichinosis. 


SEWERS. 

The  sewers  ordered  at  the  last  annual  meeting  have  been  com. 
leted,  but  some  of  the  abutters  have  not  entered.  It  is  advised  by 
the  Board  of  Health  that  all  abutters  (where  there  is  a  public  sewer) 
enter  without  delay,  as  there  is  a  penalty  where  they  fail  to  do  so. 
The  penalty  is  a  forfeiture  to  the  town  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars. 


NUISANCES. 

Quite  a  number  have  been  reported,  and  have  been  attended  to  by 
the  Board. 

We  think  there  is  less  tuberculous  disease  among  the  cattle  than 
one  year  ago. 

We  would  recommend  that  $300  be  raised  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  of  Health.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH   1,  1897. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  is  a  very  satisfactory  one,  and  is  as 
follows  : — 

Number  of  volumes  in  Library  March  1,  1896,  4,271 
Volumes  purchased  during  the  year,  314 
Volumes  donated  during  the  year,  43 
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Present  number  of  volumes,  4,628 
Over  one  hundred  additional  new  volumes  have  just  been  received 
at  the  Library,  but  too  late  to  be  accessioned  and  included  in  the  year's 
list  of  additions.  This  will  make  more  than  four  hundred  volumes 
to  be  paid  for  from  last  year's  appropriation.  While  this  is  a  grati- 
fying exhibit,  the  circulation  for  the  year  is  still  more  so,  and  com- 
pares with  the  previous  year  as  follows  :  —

An  increase  of  over  35  per  cent  in  circulation,  and  so  large  an 
advance  over  the  record  of  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  both 
as  to  number  of  volumes  purchased  and  their  circulation,  are  surely 
very  encouraging  features  of  the  year's  work,  and  clearly  indicate 
that  a  liberal  appropriation,  wisely  expended  in  the  purchase  of  new 
and  desirable  books,  would  meet  with  prompt  appreciation  and  a 
much  larger  use  of  the  Library. 
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Many  valuable  books  in  the  different  classes  have  been  added 
during  the  year,  and  a  number  of  kind  friends  have  donated  not  a 
few  of  them.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Library  to  furnish  our  people  with 
"the  best"  in  literature  so  far  as  the  funds  at  its  command  will 
permit,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  voters  will  to  this  end  cheerfully 
continue  the  same  appropriation  as  last  year.

Eeport  of  Prosecuting  Committee. 


The  special  difficulties  encountered  by  the  Committee  will  be 
readily  recognized  by  all  ;  but  we  have  endeavored  faithfully  to 
perform  the  work  assigned  us  with  the  following  results  : 

Fifteen  search  warrants  have  been  served  under  our  direction. 
Twelve  of  these  resulted  in  securing  liquors  which  were  forfeited  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

Seventy-four  cases  against  seventeen  persons  have  been  successfully 
prosecuted  in  our  District  Court,  and  fines  amounting  to  $3,750.00 
imposed.  Four  hundred  dollars  in  fines  have  been  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  and  one  hundred  dollars  have  been  worked  out  in  jail  by 
one  offender.  Twenty-three  cases  in  which  sentence  was  given  have 
been  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court,  and  thirty-nine  cases  now 
await  sentence  in  our  District  Court. 

Of  the  twenty-three  cases  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court,  two 
only  have  yet  been  tried,  one  resulting  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury, 
and  one  in  an  acquital.  In  the  first  case  the  defendants  have  since 
closed  up  their  place  of  business,  and  in  the  other  the  offender  has, 
not  only  closed  out  his  business,  but  has  left  town. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  have  worked  without  compensa- 
tion, and  all  fees  received  by  them  for  services  as  officers  and 
witnesses  have  been  used  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 
Amount  appropriated  by  the  town,  $600.00 
Amount  expended  by  the  committee  on  account  of  town,  600.00 
Amount  of  fines  paid  over  to  the  town,  400.00

.Report  of  Committee  on  Town  Debt. 


Palmer,  Mass.,  March  4,  1897. 

Your  Committee  find  the  indebtedness  of  the  town  to  be  $44, '275, 
held  by  the  Palmer  Savings  Bank.  Eight  thousand  dollars  of  this 
amount  was  incurred  in  paying  for  land  damages  caused  by  the 
separation  of  grade  crossings,  and  as  some  portion  of  this  amount 
will  be  repaid  by  state  and  railroad,  your  Committee  think  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  borrow  the  whole  amount  named. 

We  recommend  the  issue  of  32  bonds  of  $500  each,  to  be  known 
as  "  school  bonds,"  dated  May  1,  1897,  the  first  four  (4)  to  be  paid 
Nov.  1,  1898,  and  four  each  year  thereafter,  (the  Massachusetts 
statutes  do  not  permit  a  bond  issued  for  school  purposes  to  exceed  a 
ten-year  period,)  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  May  1  and  Nov.  1. 

We  recommend  the  issue  of  48  bonds  of  $500  each  for  the  purpose 
of  funding  the  balance  of  the  $40,000  debt,  in  addition  to  the  above- 
named  school  bonds"  to  be  dated  May  1,  1897,  the  first  four 
payable  Nov.  1,  1906,  and  four  each  year  thereafter,  and  interest  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  May  1 
and  Nov.  1.  The  principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  issued  payable 
at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treasurer  in  Palmer,  the  bonds  to  be 
signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer,  and  certified  by  the 
Town  Auditors. 

The  above  recommendation  contemplates  the  issuing  of  bonds  to 
pay  for  school  buildings  already  constructed  amounting  to  $16.000,, 
and  for  funding  the  remaining  town  debt  to  the  amount  of  $24,000,  in 
all  amounting  to  $40,000,  and  provision  commencing  Nov.  1,  1898, 
for  paying  $2,000  per  annum  upon  the  principal.

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Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  for  the  celebration 
of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
sewers. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
lighting  its  streets,  and  whether  it  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
make  contract  therefor.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sidewalk  on 
Main  street  in  Thorndike  from  Commercial  street  to  a  point  near  the 
dwelling  house  of  George  W.  Keith,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Main  street  in  Thorndike,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Art.  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  and  allow  a  road  as 
laid  out  by  the  selectmen  in  the  Depot  Village,  and  described  as 
follows,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  stone  monument  on  the  Westerly  side 
and  at  the  Northerly  terminus  of  Grove  street  and  at  the  Southeast 
corner  of  land  of  Julia  A.  Blodgett,  thence  N.  36  degrees  W.  198 
feet  to  a  stone  monument,  thence  N.  12  degrees  W.  214J  feet  to  a 
stone  monument,  thence  N.  0  degrees  40  minutes  E.  540  feet  to  a  stone 
monument  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  land  of  George  W.  Powers  ; 
said  road  is  laid  out  50  feet  wide  on  the  Westerly  side  of  the  line 
described.
